The 
mobile unit from Miami was un- 
able to handle the people as 
fast as they came, and long 
lines waited all morning to 
participate in the program. 

The program at the hospital 
continued until after 4 in the 
afternoon when the blood was 
prepared for shipping. The do- 
nations were in West Palm 
Beach by 6:30 after which they 
were sent promptly on to Mi- 
ami, From Miami they were 
forwarded to the Sharpe and 
Dohme Laboratories in New 
Brunswick, New Jersey, where 
they were processed Thursday 
night, Roberts said.

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TEAPOT TEMPEST 


Jurisprudence is supposedly a system of laws which purpose to 


fair standards 

The average layman can not help but get a little confused and 
involved in the legal jargon of whereases, therefores and parties 
of the second, party. Also he san not help but wonder if a more 
simple application of common sense and principles of fairness 
might not be more clearly set forth without benefit of this cross 
word language. 

It is not new that major issues arise out of such things as the 
absence or placement of a comma or the use of a simple word in 
the phrasing of a law or ordinance. 

Such a legal tempest was precipitated by a local attorney at a 
city commission meeting recently. The discussion hinged on th 
use of the word shall rather than the word may in the local ordi. 
nance regulating the purging of names from registration rolls. 

The section of the ordinance questioned read: "the supervisor 
of registration MAY varify an elector's removal from the city by 
making inquiry of the Post Master or by mailing a registered let- 
ter of inguiry, return receipt requested, to the elector at his ad- 
dress as shown on the registration books. 

As a consequence of the recent election tangle growing out of 
the unintentionally cast illegal ballot of Harry Liebovit and the 
subsequent court suit, the attorney asked that the word shall be. 
substituted for the word may in the ordinance. 

The word shall of course would make the action mandatory on 
the part of the supervisor of registration instead of optional. In 
ordance with this request the commission made the revision, 
How has this change actually helped clarify the procedure gov- 
erning the purging of names from registration rolls? 

The ordinance further states that names of persons purged 
should be published in a loca] newspaper or posted in two public 
places, The city clerk in the instance involving the removal of 
Liebovit's name from the rolls followed the ordinance by publish- 
ing it along with other names in the newspapers and in addition 
by Posting the names in one public place, the city hall. To further 
substantiate the removal, the city clerk verified on good authori- 
ty that Liebovit had moved his place of residence from the city. 

According to the ordinance change the clerk now must send 
a registered letter to the elector's address as shown on the regis- 
tration rolls and request a return receipt or must make inquiry 
of the local postmaster. 

Just how this action will help the clerk acertain more certainly 
that an elector has moved from the city is in doubt. 

In the first place if the elector has moved from his address on 
the registration books to another location in the city, the letter 
will only indicate that he is not residing at the specified location 
within the city at the time the letter is sent, 

Also many persons received their mail through a post office 

box and not at their addresses of residence. Furthermore many 
"people living in Chosen, South Bay and even Bean City hold local 
post office boxes. 

The analysis seems to show that the change in the wording will 
do little to assure the proper removal of electors’ names from 
registration rolls.

Price Stabilization extended 
until November 4, the exemp- 
tion from complying with live 
cattle ceiling prices for slaught- 
erers who, in the absence of 
livestock slaughter quotas, are 
unable to obtain at ceiling 
prices at least 50 percent of 
their normal share of cattle. 
This announcement was, made | 
by Sam F, Davis, OPS district | 
director. 

The - exemption permits 
slaughterers who have difficul- 
ty in obtaining cattle at ceil- 
ing prices to offer higher. prices 
so long as their purchases with- 
in the accounting.period are 
no more than 50 percent of the 
slaughter in the corresponding 
petiod of 1950. 

If slaughterers are able to 
obtain more than 50, but less 
than 75, percent of their 1950 
slaughter, they must not ex- 
ceed the permitted maximum 
by more than 1 percent during 
the accounting period. If they 
obtain 75 percent or more they 
must be in full compliance 
with the live cattle ceiling 
price regulation. 

These provisions do not ap- 
ply to certain multiple plant 
companies. 

The Office of Price Stabili- 
zation explained that slaught- 
erers comply with live cattle 
ceilings by an accountíng per- 
iod, rather than a per cattle 
basis.

FARM LABOR OUTLOOK 
NOT TOO ENCOURAGING 
BUT IS NOT HOPLESS 


The labor outlook for Florida 
farmers during the months a- 
head isn't too favorable and yet 
it isn't entirely hopless, either. 
There is little doubt that farm 
labor will be in short supply. 
But fortunately there are sever- 
al things which can be done to 
help relieve the situation. 

The Florida agricultural out- 
look committee predicts that 
the supply of farm labor will 
be considerably less in 1951-52 
than it was last season. This 
prediction is based on contin- 
uing drains of manpower from 
farms to industry and the arm- 
ed forces. There is the possibili- 
ty that the number of domestic 
migratory farm workers will 
decrease. 

With süch a dim prospect, is 
there anything the farmer can 
do? The outlook committee 
recommends that domestic re- 
cruiting programs and planned 
importations of foreign labor be 
studied carefully as methods of 
obtaining additional help. If 
these sources do not supply 
needed labor, try recruiting 
loca! help from those not norm- 
ally engaged in farm work. 

Florida's farm labor situation 

is further complicated by lack 
of sufficient housing. Farmers 
can band together to supply 
adequate and inviting housing 
to prospective workers and thus 
pull laborers from other areas. 
This cooperative housing plan 
has been applied in some farm 
districts with success. 
Higher mechanization is al- 
ways an out during times of 
low labor supply, but this also 
has limitations. The production 
of farm machinery in the next 
few months is expected to drop. 
However, the committee says, 
production of major types of 
equipment is expected to be 
sufficiently high to maintain 
current levels of production. 
Farmers are warned not to 
make unnecessary purchases 
but not to delay in getting need- 
ed equipment. 

A labor shortage is definitely 
a challenge to any farmer, but 
cooperative efforts and careful 
planning and scheduling of 
work will help overéome many 
difficulties.

FLORIDA SOUTHERN TO 
| STUDY HUMAN BRAIN 


An intensive research in-| 


vestigation on the effect of 
[negative ionization on the ac- 
tivity of the human brain will 
|be undertaken by Florida 
Southern College, Lakeland. 

Dr. Ludd M. Spivey, presi- 
dent, announced today that the 
laboratory study will be carri- 
ed out under a grant to the col-| 
| lege by W. Wesley Hicks, presi- | 
|dent of the Wesix Company, 
San Francisco, Cal. 

Dr. Juliana Jordan, a gradu- 
ate of the University of Munich 
| who joined the Florida South-| 
ern faculty early this’ year, 
will be in charge of. the scien- 
|tific investigation under the 
supervision. of Dr. Boris Soko- 
loff, famed cancer and Vitamin 
P from citrus researcher and| 
director of the Bio-Research 
Laboratory at FSC. 

The study will be based on 
the fact that atmospheric air 
contains positive and negative 
ions, Dr. Sokoloff said. When 
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large majority of air ions. 

“It has been established that 
negative ions have a beneficial 
effect on the human body," Dr. 
Sokoloff stated. "But no scien- 
tific investigation has ever 
been conducted on their effect 
on the nervous system.” 

For the brain research pro- 
ject, a special modern testing 
maze, known as the T Stone 
Model has been constructed at 
the college's Bio-Research 
Laboratory. 

Florida Southern presently is 
also doing research on cancer, 
Vitamin P from citrus wastes, 
its possible use against the 
damaging effects of atomic 
radiation, and various other 
studios on ionized air.

Special Non-Service-Connect- 
ed Pension Allowance of $120 
per month for World War 1 
and 11 veterans, as well as Ko- 
rean veterans, has become law 
inspite of Presidential veto. 

This new law, Public Law 
149, 82nd Congress, provides 
additional monthly pension pay- 
ments to those veterans who 
can meet all the normal re- 
quirements for a Non-Service- 
Connected Pension and who, 
in addition, are rated so help- 
less or so blind as to require 
constant aid and attendance 
from another person. In other 
words, in determining this need 
the VA will consider; inability 
of claimant to dress or undress 
himself, or to keep himself 
ordinarily clean and present- 
able; inability of the claimant 
to feed himself through loss of 
coordination of upper extremi- 
ties or through extreme weak- 
ness; inability to attend to the 
wants of nature; or incapacity, 
physical or mental, of the 
claimant to protect, himself 
from hazards or dangers inci- 
dent to his daily environment. 
Total blindness, as well as bed- 
ridden, will be a proper base 
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prepared for release by the 
American National.
